J. C. Copeland Elected to the Presidency of the Students' 

Society— R. L. Hamilton For the Athletic Association, bhrIS" 
and S. H. Davis For the Union — Over 1,100 Stand in

Line Throughout the Day to Cst Their Votes-Ctoi "Jo'S cZ»» 

Balloting in Every Instance. ■ > ■ 



Throughout all day yesterday the 
Union was thronged with student 
voters taking an active part in elect- 
ing their representatives for 1921-22. 
The vote was unprecedented In size, 
and enthusiasm was at a high pltfeh, 
due to lobbying by the candidates' 
supporters. When the ballots were 
counted, Jack Copeland stood at tho 
head of the poll for Presldont,of tho 
Students' Council; R. S.' Hamilton, 
President of the Athletic Association; 
S..H. Davis. President ot the Union; 
B. C". Rochester. Vlce-Prcsldciit of the 
Union; J. C. Quackenbush, Secretary 
of the Union. 

The d«siro of the vox popull was 
in no case doubtful.' Copeland led 
his nearest competitor, Lawrence, by 
Uio comfortable margin ot 205, for 
President of the Council. The figures' 
of tl)e three. candidates being: Cope- 
landi Med. '22, 626; Lawrence, 321; 
Aylward, 273. "Hammy" Hamilton, 
also Med. '22, was returned over D. 
W. Ambridge by 646-471, for the 
presidency ot the Athletic Associa- 
tion. In the three-cornered fight 
for. President of . the ' Union, S. H- 
DavlB obtained' 468; Elderkln, 327, 
and Thompson, 314. Three candi- 
dates were also in the field for Vice- 
President of the union — Rochester, 
Scl. '22, gaining 463 votes; B. Cop- 
land,, 378, and BlBSOll, 244. The 
closest oWtest it the day was that 
for Secretary of the Union — Quack- 
enbush being f 'ected over ç: B. Davis 

by 586-516. / 

The day's voting was without par- 
allel dn the history of McOlll élec- 
tions — a total number of 1,120 
students registering their wishes in 
the HMitter of their next year's repre- 
sentatives.

The Ucfion presented an unusual 
appearance both at lunch time and 
at five o'clock, with supporters of 
lae various candidates industriously 
canvassing the crowd. Freshmen 
came In for a lot of attention' from 
many of the wily upper-class men, 
who were to be seen glring sundry 
freshmen a llttJe. good advice, in an 
eleventh hoUr effort to ooUect a few 
more votes. ' ' 

''Not for some years, jf^eyér, has 
there been such a large percentage of 
the student body voting. Between 
66 and 70 p^r cent, ot tho McOill 
ireglstratlon eligible (to vote came 
down and showed their Interest in 
college affairs. 

Jack Copeland, who will take over 
the position of executive head of the 
Students' Council on July 1 ncrt, has 
long been active in college affairs. 
Born at Cornwall, Ontario, In 1894, 
he received hls prlmaryJeducatlBn at 
tne Cornwall CoHe^iate Institute. 
He came to Mcidlll, In the Faculty of 
Arts, In 1911; enlisted for service 
overseas in February, 1916; wounded 
at Courcellétte, and.; eventually dis- 
charged as medically, unfile' in. 19 17. 
blnce resuming bis.'Sti^dtWs .'ln 1917 
wi;th the claM .of 'Med^ be has 
held many positions ' of Importance, 
Including — Class president, 1917; 
Vice-President of Returned Mieds., 
I91(i; Secretary, Rugby Football 
Club, 1919; President; of .McOlll 
Union, 1920-21; Vice-President cf 
Students' Council, 1920-21. 

R. L. Hamilton, who will guide the 
destinies of thé AthleJCip AsspelaUon 
during the ensuing year.

DEAN LEE'S RESIGNATION 

The resignation of Dr. R. W. Lee as Dean of the Faculty of Law 
gnd Professor of Roman Law at JVlcGill cannot be conisideréd other- 
wise than, as a severe setback both for the faculty, whose: expansion 
lie had so much at heart, and for the University as a whole. 

In the cdurse of the past twelve months McGill has lost the ser 
vices of two of the most eminent scholars that ever exercised their 
calling within her gates — Dean Moyse of the Arts Faculty, and now 
D6an Lee. of the Faculty of Law. At a time' like the present the 
inodern University, however favorable its. situation, can ill afford to 

^ lose a man ^o combined in his person the most eminent scholarship 
with practical ability of a very high'order. 

When Dean Lee came to McGill some six years ago he came with 

' it dèfinlte purpose in mind," and that was to change the McGill Faculty 
of Law from a provincial law school to a national one. This was no 
idle dream jn. itself. Granted time and the necessary support the 
renown of McGill merely as a Law school might have beciotne as far- 
famed as that of the mediaeval universities of Ravenna, Padua or 

; Bologna. 

Dean Lee has decided thft his life-work lies at.his old university 
■ of Oxford fàther than at McGill, and McGill is the one to suffer from 
thTs decision. We can only hope that his successor, whoever he may 
be, will be capable and willing to pursue the ideal of his predecessor 
to « successful conclusion. ' --For -it is an ideal that should , not be 
allowed to perish prematurely .through lack, of attention or the will

The chief plague spot of Monnonlte 
schools Is centred around Swift Cur- 
rent, which is inhabited by a very 
large number of the old Colonler sect. 
It is here that the life of the most 
primitive of the Menuonlte^ can be 
seen at its best. The patriarchs of 
the community hold absolute sway 
over their flock. Intermarriage with 
non-Mennonites is strictly forbidden, 
and is almost unknown, and the en- 
tire community lives its own life 
/;tthout coming into the slightest 
ontact with the outside world. 

But the crisis has come and has 
passed now for the Mennonite 'sep- 
arate schools. The ruling of the 
Court of Appeal on the teet case 
mentioned atbove scorns to have set 
tied this question for good, inasmuch 
as tile supreme judicial authorities 
of the country have refused the Men 
nonitea the right to carry their case 
before the Privy Council In England. 
It is this sudden abolition of. their 
separate school system, combined 
with the knowledge that their fellow 
westerners regard them as distinctly

though no actual active service was 
required of Mennonite citizens of the 
United States, the terms of the Draft 
Law were far less agreeable thnn 
those of the Canadian Military Ser- 
vice Act 

Now the Canadian government had 
very unwisely decided that all that 
was necessary to procure exemption 
was a certificate of faith, signed by a 
Mennonite minister. It stands to: 
reason that the Mennonite ministers, 
who were 'opposed to any form of 
conscription on conscientious grounds, 
did not hesitate to make free use of 
this privilege. Certificates. o< faith 
were scattered broadcast anions any 
would-be slackers of the western 
provinces, and in this way the Men- 
nonite preachers formed themselves 
Into self-constltdited "one-man ex- 
emption tribunals." But worse was 
to follow. . Unscrupulous real-estate 
agents, seizing this unrivalled oppor- 
tunity, induced large numbers of 
Mennonitcs in the States to immi- 
grate to Canada, wh ère they procured 
immediate éiôtaption from any form 
of service. The West went wild with 
righteous In'dignatiq^; and OttaVa 
was flooded iwlth complaints, but the 
authorities took no steps to remedy 
Ihis Jiis^racefui state of affairs. As 
American citizens, the government 
claimed, they cotild not be excluded 
from Canada, and aa Ii(ennonites» 
once they were in Canada they

Prom the Lower Rhine Valley to the 

Crimea at the call of the Bmpresa 
Catherine; from the Crimea to Can- 
ada in answer to the flattering in- 
ducements of the Canadjan govern- 
ment of '1878; and now whither? 
For the • past year, ev«r since tlie 
rendering of the Jndgmeiit -that put 
an end to their absurd hopes, they 
have been soelcing a refuse. Ex- 
peditions have been sent to most of 
tne South American republics to spy 
out the lie of the land, but for cli- 
matic and political reasons that con- 
tinent was found to bo unsuitable. 
Next, scouts were snnt to investigate 
the newly opened up Abilibi region 
<n the far north of the Province of 
Quebec. The Quebec government 
raised no objections, since the ques- 
tion of education was absolutely no 
jarrier to their immigration Into thir 
province. The Abilibi region, fertile 
though it may be, could hartily be 
called an inspiring country, however, 
and the Mennonites appear to have 
abandoned their project of settling 
there. The Southern States of the 
American Union was the next most 
recent, point of attack, v Louisiana 
would have nothing to do with the 
Mennonites, and only some ten or 
fifteen days ago a new-item appeared 
in the local papers announcing that 
the State of Missouri would sanction 
their ingress into that State only on 
condition that they abandon their 
pretensions to a separate educational 
system. . There the matter rests. The 
Mennonites are still undecided as to 
their future, and perhaps in the end 
lliey win be obliged to decide to stay 
where they are at present. 

We must now take up the question 
of the conduct of the Mennonites 
during the late war. Until the pass- 
ing of the Military Service Act in 
1017 no trouble whatever, was experi- 
enced from the Mennonite settle- 
ments in this country. They pre- 
served a purely abstract pacifist 
attitude, and continued to go about 
their business much as before. But 
it so happened that shortly after the 
coming into being of the Military 
Service Act, a Draft Law was passed 
in the United States, and it is to tbis 
that sulbsequent complications were 
for the most part due. 

The American government had al- 
ways treated the Mennonites with 
the utmost consideration tliioughout 
the years of their ex'islence in that 
country. We have already men- 
tioned the leniency with which they 
were treated during the War of the 
American Revolution, and the same 
raay be said of the Civil War. With 
the sole exception of Virginia, all the 
faiates, whether Federal or Confed- 
erate, ailorwed the Mennonites com- 
plete exemption from any form of 
military service. In MM 



Another result of the im- 
politic drderrin-councll of 1873. 
When the Minister of Immigration 
toured the West after the signing of 
tJ>e Treaty of Versaillcâ on a political 
campaign, he had an exceedingly dif- 
ficult task in explaining the action 
or want of action of the government 
in this matter to an indignant Great 
War Veterans' Association. Nobody 
has been able to find out Just how 
Mr. Calder gçt out of the mess. 

There was.- no actual resistance to 
government forces on the .part of the 
Mennonite population of this country, 
hut what German agents there were 
in Canada found it a comparatively 
easy task tu create an. embarrassingly 
disaffected population among tbem, 
while others of their number in the 
guise of Mennonite ministers went up 
and down, the country scattering 
broadcast their Mennonite certificates 
of faith. 

It is aJraost a-s impossible to feel 
bitter against the Mennonites as it ia 
impossible to feel patient towards 
them. Their sins are ones of omission 
rather than of commission, and one 
cannot but feel that, in spite of tbe|r 
faults, which are those of a backward 
and ultra-conservative race, that they 
are yet sincere, and as genuinely 
peace-loving a folk as may be found 
anywhere, even though this trait 
carries them to extremes of fanatical 
obstinacy. 

But the Mennonites of 1921 are v«ry 
different from those of even a decade 
ago. The war, with its disturbing 
effects upon the nations, has serveil 
in some measure to. disaipate tbeit- 
Isolotion, while the maintenance of 
the validity of thé Manitoba School 
Attendance Act of 1916, In respect to 
its application in their own particular 
case, has made them realize the days 
of the isolated and Vhoily independ- 
ent settlementa ..of thé faithful; far 
froh^' the haunts' of disturbing un- 
believers, are almost at an end. They 
must choose now between another 
weary migration to other lands, or ii 
complete change in their archaic out 
look on maUers political and educa- 
tional. The former iiath is a dubious 
one indeed, for no .civilized nation at 
the present day will willingly accept 
them on their own exacting terms, tn 
the case of the second alternative 
they must practically be prepared to 
give up the very dearest and most 
deeply-rooted traditions of their , raco 
— their belief in the necessity for the 
elect of the Lord to live an uu 
trammelled life far from danger of 
coTitiimi nation from the world. This 
decision has not yet been made. But 
there Is a solution that must naturally 
present itself. The conservative and

Mennonites. 

There is bne oU^er difficulty that 
has arisen , as a rcitjlt pf the^ excite- 
ment of the ' 'popi-waip' period. • In 
spite of the fifty years that they have 
spent in this countiTt sAd despite the 
long century of their exile in the 
Crimea, the war re-established the 
ties of Jtinship with their blood- 
brothers in Germany, and this they 
did not trouble to conceal. At a 
meeting held a few months after the 
signing of the peace one of their moat 
outstanding leaders pronounced him- 
self in this fashion: "MTe are not a 
religious sect, we are a nationality, 
we are Oennan." The matter was ijf 
course, immediately brought to the 
attention of the government, who after 
due enquiry have d.ecid^ to classify 
the Mennonites as a people of Ger- 
man stock, and to ' forbid their ■ lin- 
thigratloh into thir country on the 
same terms as aqy^K oU^er Germans 
are p/ohiibited frqi^- entering. This 
has of course <ierved to complicate 
an already difficult situation 

It is a 'Jifticult Blatter to assign 
them their con'ect t»lacB -ih ;the his- 
tory of the, development- of tbis coun 
try. Perhaps It jnajr best be . done 
in the wot'ùb of j/k. Stevenson, who 
In an arliclp which appeared in the 
Nation In , Noveçiber. ; 1918, wrote as 
follows: ' ^' 

"Economically the' Mennonites may 
have been useful aissets in the de- 
velopment-ôtilfe'West,'but politically 
and socially the benefits of their pre- 
sence have been less, marked. Their 
leaders have steadily sef their faces 
against all Canadfanizing :{nfluonoes, 
and have striven during their forty- 
five years residence in Canada to 
nudntain .thei^ .p^rtici^arist svstem." 
What the tiitufo holds' fdr the Rlen- 
nonite peoples in this country no one 
can say. If they are able to shake
